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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on May 12, 2009, the examiner has 
carefully considered the amendments. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the 
finality of the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of 
that action is withdrawn. The examiner acknowledges that certified translation of the 
Foreign Priority Document DE 1025759.0. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Translated Foreign Priority Document, filed May 12, 
2009, with respect to claims 1-8, 10-11, and 13-18 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-8, 10-11 and 13-18 under 35 (JSC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rink et al (DE 10305076) has been withdrawn. Applicant's certified 
translation of the Foreign Priority document (DE 10251759.0) filed 11/05/2002 removes 
Rink et al (DE 10305076) as prior art since the patented date of Rink et al is August 26, 
2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-11, and 13-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
alone or in combination, sets forth a process for preparing poly (meth) acrylates having 
at least one actinic curable or dual curable groups (actinic and thermal cure) comprising 
preparing a poly (meth) acrylate having hydroxy-functional side chains by polymerizing 
at least one (aa), (ab) and optionally (ac) and (ad) as found in the instant claims and 
transesterifying or esterifying said hydroxy functional poly (meth) acrylates obtained with 
a (meth) acrylate ester or (meth) acrylic acid in the presence of enzymes. Nor does the 
prior art set forth topcoats comprising from 5-80 wt% of said obtained poly (meth) 
acrylates or processes of preparing coating or dispersion formulations by adding said 
poly (meth) acrylates as binders to said formulations. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
